who passed away recently. "As 'Monty' drove down the 
streets of Marion with his arm out the window, you knew 
he was clearly in charge," Chairman Winters said. "But he 
was a very nice person and he certainly will be missed by 
his family and many people in town."

done this (Site Plan Review) before." 

Police Chief Lincoln Miller sent a memo to the 
board advising them that Special Police Officer Sean M. 
McAssey has resigned from the Marion Police

Department of Public Works (DPW) 
Superintendent Rob Zora sent a memo to the board 
concurring with Dan Smith's recommendation last week 
to award the contract bid for the Creek Road culvert and 
drainage project to Greco Construction, which bid $79,900 
— considerably lower than all the other bidders. "(Mr. 
Zora) also wanted to double-check on the funding and he 
feels comfortable we have enough to cover the costs," Ms. 
Enroth-Whitlock said. 

The Plymouth County Commissioners sent 
notification to the board that they have approved the rates 
for Health and Dental Insurance policies for Fiscal Year 
2001-2002 and the Health Insurance rates have increased 
considerably. The Pilgrim Health Care Individual Plan 
will cost $264; the Family Plan is $680; and the Retirement 
Program is $275. Under Blue Cross /Blue Shield of 
Massachusetts, a Master Health Individual Plan will cost 
$386; Master Health Family Plan is $921; Network Blue 
Individual: $256; Network Blue Family: $692; and 
Plymouth County Retiree Plan would be $280 under

Medicare Parts A and B; $310 under Part A only; and $228 
under Medex 111 (Parts A and B). Ms. Enroth- Whitlock 
said these adjustments have been incorporated into the 
town's budget to be placed on next week's Annual Town 
Meeting warrant. 

Under the Town Administrator's report, Ms. 
Enroth- Whitlock first noted that next year will be the 
Town of Marion's 150th Anniversary and several 
volunteers have come forward to work on planning a 
celebration, including: H. Tyler Blethen; Theresa D. 
Cederholm; Jill Durkee; and Richard and Julie Schworm. 
She wanted to know what the board would like to plan to 
commemorate the occasion.

lighting up the entire harbor. He also recalled a stage 
being set up and a "big production" was staged for the 
event. 

Selectman Schaefer added that the Marion Art 
Center should be asked to participate, along with the 
Sippican Historical Society. 

Ms. Enroth- Whitlock agreed to contact these 
organizations along with the list of volunteers and also 
encouraged other residents who would like to get 
involved and offer ideas and suggestions on the 
centennial celebration to contact the Board of Selectmen, 
c/o Marion Town House, 2 Spring Street, Marion, MA 
02738. 

Before entertaining a motion to adjourn, 
Chairman Winters took the opportunity to recognize that 
this would be Selectman Loretta B. Schaefer 's last regular 
Selectmen's Meeting after serving the board and town for 
12 years in that capacity and previously serving on the 
Marion School Committee for nine years. 

"We've said it before that she's going to be 
missed," Chairman Winters said. "Especially when you 
look at the guidance and advice she's given us over the 
years. She's kept us all much more civilized and I really 
think she's been able to keep (this board) on an even 
keel." 

Although Chairman Winters said Selectman 
Schaefer had many accomplishments during her tenure, 
he felt that three things would always stand out for him: 
"First, her work with SRPEDD, which has become a key 
group to help the towns over the last few years ... and 
(Selectman Schaefer) has worked with them year after 
year.

IS THE AMPERAGE AMPLE? 



The electrical control cen- 
ter for a home is the fuse 
box. When there's too 
much current going 
through a circuit, a small 
strip of metal within the 
fuse will melt and halt the 
flow of electricity. This is 
known as "blowing a 
fuse". A circuit breaker 
does the work of a fuse but 
looks and operates much 
like a light switch. When a 
circuit is overloaded, the 
switch will simply flip to 
Off. Current can be re- 
stored by switching the 
breaker back to the On po- 
sition. 

The main thing to look 
for in a fuse or circuit 



breaker box is the amper- 
age rating for the whole 
house. This will tell you 
the amount of electricity 
your circuits can carry ef- 
fectively. This rating is 
usually printed on a small 
plate attached to the box. 
A home of average size 
will require a minimum of 
100-ampere service. Any- 
thing over that would be 
to your advantage. 

To see how many circuits 
there are in a house, 
merely count the number 
of fuses or breakers. The 
average single house will 
have from 15 to 20. Make 
sure they are all labeled.

CANINE DIARRHEA 

My dog has had diarrhea more than once a week for the past month. 
He eats dog chow and table scraps. Occasionally there is blood in the 
stool and he can't always control himself and messes indoors. What 
can 1 do? 

The key to controlling illness is getting a correct diagnosis and 
then treating the problem appropriately. First, have your veteri- 
narian examine a stool specimen to check for intestinal para- 
sites. Stop feeding your dog table scraps. If no parasites are 
found and stopping the table scraps does not resolve the prob- 
lem, try changing the diet. Eucanuba brand dog foods are often 
helpful in resolving intestinal upsets in dogs. 

What if the problem continues? 

If you have done the 3 steps described above and the dog still 
has diarrhea, it is time to have your veterinarian evaluate the 
dog and possibly perform additional tests in order to obtain a 
diagnosis. This is especially important if your dog lacks his 
normal energy level, is losing weight or has an uncharacteristi- 
cally poor appetite.

Works on Paper 

"Works on Paper" is the title of the next 
exhibition at the Marion Art Center. Four artists working 
in different media will be featured. Virginia Lovejoy Allyn 
has a new series of oil on paper images of abstracted 
figures in nature on subtle backgrounds. She attended the 
Swain School of Design and the School of the Museum of 
Fine Arts in Boston. She is a Copley Artist, has exhibited 
extensively and won numerous awards from the South 
Shore Art Center, Falmouth Artists Guild, and others. She 
recently participated in a group show at the New Bedford 
Art Museum. Her style combines expressionism and 
semi-abstraction in bold colors. The works blend common 
experience with memory and imagination to express the 
artist's interpretations of the interior and exterior world 
around us. Her pieces are rather large (11" x 14") 
compared to those of Deborah Healey who also works on 
paper using minimal images with a theme. 

Lori Bradley and Gerald Ficks both work with 
computers to generate their art with amazingly different 
results. Mr. Ficks has been experimenting with 3D 
modeling for many years. All of his work is now done 
using form.Z, which is a solid modeler and rendering 
package from auto-des-sys, inc. and Photoshop by Adobe. 
After several years of learning and drawing furniture, he 
started experimenting, drawing various glass objects. 

"My personal taste had always led me to blown 
glass as an art form," Mr. Ficks said. "I wanted to avoid 
the plastic look which is common in many computer- 
generated renderings and so developed techniques to give 
the pieces a feeling of texture."

Bridget Jones's Diary. Starring Renee Zellweger, Colin Firth, 
and Hugh Grant. Directed by Sharon Maguire. Running 
time: 93 minutes. MPAA rating: R. At Cinema 12 at the North 
Dartmouth Mall and Flagship Cinemas in New Bedford. 

British male thirty some things had Nick Hornby' s High Fidelity 
as their Bible; British female thirtysomethings had Helen Fielding's 
Bridget Jones 's Diary, and now both have been made into excellent 
movies starring Americans. Whereas the High Fidelity movie 
successfully transplanted its action from London to Chicago, 
Bridget sensibly stays in the U.K., the better to profit from the likes 
of Hugh Grant, coscripter Richard Curtis (a whiz at crafting Brit 
humor that isn't too Brit for Yanks — see Four Weddings and a 
Funeral), and Colin Firth in a BBC-addict in-joke playing a suitor 
named Mark Darcy (whom Fielding patterned on Mr. Darcy in 
Pride and Prejudice, played in the BBC rendition by ... Colin Firth). 

Somewhere near the start of any review of the movie, there 
must be a relieved acknowledgment that Renee Zellweger, a born 
Texan, not only nails the most beloved woman of modern British 
fiction but embodies and owns her. This will come as scant 
surprise to those who followed her in Nurse Betty and came away 
feeling she could do anything, including but not limited to 
walking on water, though she's best when playing lovably 
befuddled women who find it difficult even to negotiate a hallway 
without disaster. In my review of High Fidelity, I said you could 
read the book without imagining John Cusack in the lead, but it 
was impossible to imagine the movie without him; here I must up 
the ante and say that it' s now impossible to read the book without 
picturing Zellweger as Bridget. 

The script, credited to Fielding, Curtis, and Andrew Davies 
(who adapted the current The Tailor of Panama), tracks the book's 
events fairly closely. Bridget, a 32-year-old "singleton" who 
works in publishing, is torn between slick bastard Daniel Cleaver 
(Hugh Grant, having a ball decimating the dithering-nice-guy 
persona he's dined out on in America since Four Weddings) and 
the rather bland-seeming Mark Darcy, who has the grave 
misfortune of being introduced to Bridget (and us) while dying of 
embarrassment in a sweater of shattering bad taste. Bridget's 
mum (Gemma Jones), meanwhile, has left her kindly but 
inattentive husband (Jim Broadbent) for a hideous TV huckster 
with a variety of incrementally fake tans. 




So, here's another romantic comedy in which our heroine 
learns, both by experience and example, that slick boys are bad 
and nice boys who like you despite your flaws definitely have 
their strong points. Readers of Fielding's book will miss its spiky 
wit and inextricably British asides (one of my favorites: "Keen on 
a man who comes round late, in stark contrast to people who 
come round early, startling and panicking one and finding 
unsightly items still unhidden in the home'j; perhaps nothing 
short of a filmed audiobook could deliver the style intact. Still, 
what saved the book from being the whining of a bitter singleton 
(as opposed to Laura Zigman's annoying An imal Husbandry with 
its stupid bull /cow theory of romance, recently adapted as 
SomeoneLike You) was Bridget's helplessly funny, self-deprecating 
take on her life, and the movie has an equivalent in its star, who 
lets us feel Bridget's unhappiness and vulnerability without 
soliciting our pity. 

The first- time director, Sharon Maguire, is a friend of Fielding, 
who based Bridget's foulmouthed friend Sharon on her. Maguire 
does a smooth job of it, though shooting (somewhat 
unaccountably) in widescreen and hiring Jane Campion's ace 
cinematograpner Stuart Dryburgh; here and there, the movie 
gleams when it should just cough and sniffle with a hangover. 
Maguire does have a way with easygoing slapstick, as when a 
drunken, forlorn Bridget lip-synchs to " AlIBy Myself" under the 
opening credits, and the director stages what must be the most 
hilariously maladroit and drawn-out fistfight since Roddy Piper 
and Keith David went at it in John Carpenter's They Live. 

But mostly her achievement is to stay out of Renee Zellweger' s 
way and let her be Bridget. Fielding published a Bridget Jones 
sequel (in which, ironically, Colin Firth appears as himself), and 
there are sure to be more; if Zellweger's former costar Morgan 
Freeman warrants a franchise (see Along Came a Spider), then this 
enchanting actress, brimming with heart and soul, surely deserves 
her own series too.

Take imagination to a new level 
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Singing the Blues

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I usually make a concerted effort to strike up at least 
casual friendships with co-workers. It started back in 
my retail days when I worked with a close-knit group of 
people in one of those since-gone catalog showrooms. 
Some of these casual acquaintances have grown into 
long-term friendships — indeed, most of my closest 
friends now are those with whom I worked over ten 
years ago. 

But sometimes various job positions and differing 
schedules will preclude me from really getting to know 
fellow employees. Since the inception of The Wanderer 
a decade ago, there have been many people who have 
come and gone. Given my concentrated early-week 
schedule, I haven't had the opportunity to work 
extensively with them all ... especially the advertising 
representatives who generally do the bulk of their work 
on Thursday and Friday (once the issue is completed 
and my job is done). But we inevitably cross paths at 
some point and pass along messages that have been 
misdirected. 

It was this type of casual relationship that I 
maintained with Kay Nichols, a longtime advertising 
representative here at The Wanderer who sadly passed 
away last week after a long and difficult illness. Just 53, 
Kay was always cheerful and carefree as she went about 
her job here at our little office and on those rare occasions 
when our schedules did coincide, we would often dish 
about movies and music — two of our favorite subjects. 
Kay was always fond of the arts and we would often 
exchange personal opinions and reviews on the latest 
flicks or local shows we happened to catch. What began 
as an easy lead-in for casual conversation soon turned 
into a regular session of "shop talk" for us both. 

Despite our numerous conversations, Kay was 
always a very private person in many ways, so it came 
as a great surprise to me when I eventually found out 
she had beenbattling cancer for about two years. Despite 
having undergone chemotherapy treatments which 
ultimately did damage to her arm, she continued to 
work, even though her sling-bound arm made it difficult 
for her to lug around those bundles of our weekly issue 
to her advertising clients. Much to her credit, she 
maintained her easy-going and affable personality 
through what must have been a challenging period as 
the disease took a turn for the worse. From what little I 
did know about Kay, she impressed me as a person with 
a certain amount of pride and self-reliance ... traits 
which I think prevented her from turning her illness into 
a disability. 

Upon hearing the sad news of her untimely death, I 




instantly recalled an incident 
about a year ago when during 
a chat about music Kay asked 
my assistance in locating 
some compact discs by a folk/ 
blues artist named Eva 
Cassidy. We were able to 
track down a couple of albums 
online — "Live at Blues Alley" 
and "Songbird" — and Kay 
was subsequently able to 
special order the CDs from a 
|L local record store. Out of 
JB curiosity, I bought the "Live 

Jk I at Blues Alley" CD for myself 

^^^^^^ ^^^^^^^ and was instantly taken with 
the artist's haunting style, especially her show-stopping 
rendition of the blues classic "Stormy Monday." I 
remember thanking Kay for introducing me to Eva's 
music. 

After reminiscing about this rather unremarkable 
incident, I received the latest issue of Entertainment 
Weekly in the mail this past weekend and opened it to 
find a two-page feature on none other than Eva Cassidy 
. . . who apparently is enjoying something of a renaissance 
both here and in England ... five years after her death. 
You see, like Kay, Ms. Cassidy was a victim of cancer at 
the young age of 33. Somehow the timing and poignancy 
of these events were not lost on me, and I found myself 
listening to Eva Cassidy's CD while tooling around in 
my car this weekend, thinking about her music and the 
cheerful and cordial co-worker with whom I swapped 
movie and music suggestions ... the person who first 
introduced me to Eva Cassidy's haunting blues. 

I'd somehow suspect Kay would have appreciated 
this humble and sincere tribute. And the fact that she 
made an impression on me, even if only during those 
occasional chit-chat sessions in the office. Sometimes 
even casual acquaintances can leave their mark. And 
when they're taken from us all-too-soon — like my co- 
worker and friend Kay Nichols — they make you stop 
and think if we aren't all sometimes too wrapped up in 
our daily lives to appreciate those around us. 

To quote from a John Lennon song: "Life is what 
happens to you while you're busy making other plans." 

So here's to two people who have touched my life, 
albeit briefly: Kay Nichols and Eva Cassidy. I'd like to 
think they're somewhere together now sharing a laugh 
or maybe even singing the blues. And I'm better for 
having known them both.
